WEIMAR, Feb. 
5.—The 
fate 
of 
Germany, nationally and internation­ 
ally, hangs on the results accomplish­ 
ed by the national 
assembly 
which 
formally opens here Thursday. 
The assembly, which really is the 
first congress of the 
new 
republic, 
m^st untangle the intricate maze of 
problems brought about by the war. 
A group consisting largely of farmers, 
mechanics and other common people, 
must undo the work 
of 
Germany's 
former 
rulers—-*thq 
war 
lords and 
their junker supporters. 
A minority of disgruntled members 
have already opened a campaign of 
poutiest sabotage to prevent the as­ 
sembly from accomplishing its 
pur­ 
pose but the government, 
with 
the 
vast majority of the people behind it, 
is determined that nothing shall in­ 
terfere with stabilization#bf political 
and economic conditions and is pre­ 
pared to go to any extreme to protect 
the assembly. 
Weimar was actually the capital of 
Germany today 
through 
the 
presi­ 
dency of Chancellor Ebert his cabi­ 
net and their entire staff, who have 
arrived 
h e r e 
from 
Berlin. 
Ebert 
himself will open the assembly Thurs­ 
day With an address to the various 
bureaus, each of which has some par­ 
ticular phase 
of 
reconstruction 
to 
work into concrete form for presenta­ 
tion to the delegates as a whole. 
Philip Scheidemann 
is 
scheduled 
to begin the political debates Satur­ 
day. 
There are many cross currents in 
the assembly’s work,' any of which 
might disrupt the proceedings. There 
is the contest between the Prussians 
and the south Germans for domina­ 
tion of the new 
republic. 
There is 
the campaign to remove the capital 
from Berlin, preferably to Weimar. 
There are 
the 
political 
jealousies 
which will arise when 
the 
various 
factions unite in coalitions. 
Probably the most serious situation 
confronting the assembly Is the break­ 
down of transportation, the shortage 
of raw materials and depletion of na­ 
tional funds, all of which combine 
to render social as well as industrial 
reconstruction most difficult. 
Every 
public utility and most private indus­ 
tries are on the verge of collapse own­ 
ing to the financial strain 
of 
war 
conditions. 
The treasury has three 
million gold reserve with 
which 
to 
pay $25,000.000 in notes. 
The rail­ 
roads and factories have been with­ 
out 
adequate 
repairs 
for 
several 
years. 
There is a lack of raw 
ma­ 
terials and a want of outlet for the 
mnuf&cturedi products that 
are 
on 
hand. 
The workers have demanded 
better 
wages. 
In 
numerous 
cases 
when they were refused they Beleed 
the factories and divided the money 
in vaults, taking millions of dollars 
on the pretext of “communism.*' 
This atmosphere is 
breeding 
tfce 
communist 
and 
Sp&rtacan 
spirit. 
Aside from isolated outbreaks there 
is a temporary calm but the radicals; 
claim they lost the national elections 
only through lack of organization.

PARIS, Feb. 5.—The peace dele­ 
gates were working today on the most 
difficult problem involved in the crea­ 
tion of the league of nation#—tho 
force with which the league will make 
its decisions effective. Opinion teemed 
to be divided as to whether this force 
ehould be moral or physical. 
Many 
plans had been submitted, ranging 
from complete abolition of armaments 
to organization of an international mil­ 
itary and naval police under a single 
commander- 
The plan finding the 
greatest support among responsible 
delegatee, however, provides for na 
such radical departure. It proposes 
merely the reduction in each nation's 
armament to a point consistent with 
the maintenance of domestic tranquil­ 
ity; the league itself to be the ultimate 
judge as to the size of the army and 
navy to be needed by the member na- 
tions. 
The manner of raising armies would 
be left to the individual countries. 
Great Britain and the United States 
almost certainly rely on volunteers at­ 
tracted by good pay. France find It­ 
aly possibly would return to conscrip­ 
tion on the ground that they not pay 
wages corresponding to those in the 
British and American armies. 
But 
whereas France had a conscription 
army of 800.000 before the war it prob­ 
ably would need only 20 or 23 per cent 
of that number under the league. In 
the case of Great Britain and the 
United States the number of soldiers 
would approximate their former stand­ 
ing armies (200,000 for the British and 
75.000 for the United States). 
When the central powers are taken 
into membership the league would fix 
the size of their armies. 
Only great emergencies would be 
likely to call such armies to distant 
points. 
In the event of trouble on the 
American continent the United States 
would be directed by the league to 
take action. 
Similarly European trou­ 
bles would be settled by utilization of 
the armies nearest to the district af­ 
fected. 
It is believed this plan will 
meet with the readiest approval of all 
countries since it means the least 
change in present methods and over­ 
comes the national prejudice—which 
is felt by other countries as well as 
America—against sending troops to 
distant lands except in the case of the 
greatest provocation. 
Interchanges of views by the var­ 
ious powers indicate that one feature 
of the new “freedom of the seas” law 
will be prohibition of floating mines 
and prohibition of all mines outside 
territorial waters. Such mines would 
have to be anchored and designed so 
they would be rendered non-explosive 
if they broke free. The mile limit to 
territorial waters possibly will be ex­ 
tended, however, due to the fact that 
modern guns, both land and naval, 
have a greater range-

A BUILDING BOOM 


All signs point to unprecedented ac­ 
tivity in the building trades this year. 
For the past two years there has 
been scarcely any building of homes. 
Such dwellings as were constructed 
have been mostly meant to meet spec­ 
ial war conditions, and so have not 
contributed much to the normal de­ 
mand for increased housing. 
That 
normal demand calls for about 600,000 
new homes per year. Building ex­ 
perts estimate that there is now in 
the entire country a deficit of about 
1,000,000 houses. Figured at the mod­ 
erate cost of $2,000 apiece, this means 
that $2,000,000,000 worth of houses are 
urgently needed. 
The money to build them is in the 
hands of the savings banks and build­ 
ing and loan associations. It has been 
tied up during the war, in pursuance 
of the federal policy of holding ail in­ 
vestment capital available for govern­ 
ment loans. Now the secretary of the 
treasury has given notice that this 
vast sum will be made available for 
homebuilding purposes, with the ac­ 
tive co-operation of the treasury and 
labor departments. Owing to the de­ 
mobilization of the, army and the war- 
workers, there w ill be plenty of labor 
as well as money. 
In addition to this type of construc­ 
tion, there is much public building to 
be done. 
It may be expected, then, that as 
Boon as weather conditions in the East 
permit, the big boom will sta rt This 
will probably be the first big industry 
to revive, after the partial torpor of 
the reconstruction period. The stim 
ulus it gives will hasten the revival 
of the others. 


to children of foreign birt 
And it is in this that the foreign- 
language school has been all wrong. 
In communities where a large propor­ 
tion of the P9t>ulation is of foreign 
birth the school instruction has fre­ 
quently been given in the predominat­ 
ing foreign language of that group. 
The English has been utterly neglect­ 
ed, and with it the Americanization of 
the youthful pupils. 
The Illinois defense council there­ 
fore is working for the passage of 
state laws making it obligatory to 
teach English, and to use only the 
English language as the medium of 
instruction, in all public or parochial 
schools. 
When the youngsters speak English 
readily and use it in the school room 
and on the playground there may be 
no harm in allowing them to learn 
foreign languages on the side. 
But 
the English must come first, and will 
be given first place in every commun­ 
ity that is awake to the need of our 
country today. 


THE ECONOMIC BLUDGEON 


It is expected that any League of 
Nations “with teeth in It" will have 
an international army and navy at its 
disposal for police purposes. It is not 
likely, however, that the League will 
often have to resort to force to compel 
obedience to its mandates. For most 
purposes economic pressure will suf­ 
fice. 
The tentative federation already in 
existence, the allied powers that will 
organize and control the League, have 
already in their hands the bulk of the 
world's raw' materials essential for in­ 
dustry and war. Suppose, now, that 
Germany should undertake to prepare 
for another great war. 
She must get 
copper and cotton in great quantities 
from America. She must get iron ore 
from Sweden and France. She must 
get tin from the Dutch East Indies, 
rubber from Brazil, hides from Argen­ 
tina, wool from Australia, lead from 
Spain. 
The League of Nations, with its eyes 
on all these resources, aware of ship­ 
ments and their destination, can easily 
discover the menace and shut off the 
supplies. 
The preliminary prepara­ 
tions for such control have already 
been made.

There are two inter-related difficulties in the way, 
One is what is so glibly called “the transition from a 
war-time to a peace-time basis.” 
It takes a little time 
for manufacturers to get orders in, to alter machinery 
or arrangements, hack again from producing airplanes 
to producing pianos, for instance. 
And there is a 
certain doubt as to which is going to sell better next 
year, anyhow, airplanes or pianos, or whatever it may 
be. 
In war industries the one production has to stop 
entirely, the other to be organized all over again. 
There is the same hesitation as to how the future will 
shape itself. 
The other difficulty is “purely psychological.” 
It 
is excess caution, amounting to fear. 
1f fear o f buy­ 
ing grips the consumer, his fear is passed along to the 
producer, who fears to go ahead making— he fears to 
employ labor. 
Then labor, naturally, cannot buy 
things, and there you are— hard times for everybody. 
To avoid this, let everyone take courage. 
Let him 


buy what he needs this week without waiting in that 
cautious state which breeds hard times. 
Don’t wait to buy your dozen eggs today, lest the 
price drop tomorrow'. 
Be thankful you’ve got to­ 
day’s price, and buy, moderately, what you need. 
Don’t wait to buy linoleum for the kitchen door till 
next month or next season, because you are afraid 
money may he tight and you’ll need the price for 
something else. 
Don’t wait to buy decent spring 
clothes, or the office desk you need. 
I f you are a manufacturer, go as far as you dare in 
the way of new business. 
Holding off is the surest way to make hard times. 
Keeping up your normal gait, with cheerfulness in 
your heart and speech, is the surest way to keep times 
good. 
This is no advice toward extravagance or waste.

Brest, France, Jan. 14, 1919. 
Mr. J. P. Baumgartner, 
Santa Ana, Cal. 
My dear Mr. Baumgartner: 
I see by the Register that you are 
back in Santa Ana. 
That leads me to 
think of how very glad I would be to 
join you. 
Of course you will under­ 
stand that I have no desire to quit my 
work here until it is finished but I am 
ready for the "Ani” any day! 
’ Much of the Y. M. C. A. work, like 
war, is entirely devoid of any apparent 
glory! 
We just slop around in the 
rain and mud and cold and, when there 
is not any fire to warm the boys, try 
to kindle a little flame of cheer! 
And, 
believe me, that is at times, some 
task. 
Yet any discomforts that we exper­ 
ience and any losses that we have sink 
into utter insignificance in the pres­ 
ence of the real trouble and sorrow of 
France. 
A fine public-spirited woman 
of Brest showed me her photo album 
yesterday. 
As she turned page after 
page she would say, “Poor fellow, he 
is dead. 
Poor fellow, he is dead.” So 
it ran, page after page. 
Then I went to a French hospital for 
^convalescents. They are all soldiers 
that have stiffened joints. 
They have 
jeen shot up and recovered—now they 
re being “limbered up,” by the use of 
[all kinds of interesting machines. 
I 
had a pair of canes made for one of 
J 


hem. 
He was built upon the same 
irchitectural plan as myself, and, as 
a result, his canes would not reach to 
the ground. 
It was worth while to 
(hear about one hundred1 of them shout 
three cheers for “The Great Ameri- 
jan.” 
Then we went among the poor. We 
risked a grandmother, 79 years of age, 
rho was fast in bed with only a grand­ 
son 14 years old to care for her. They 
live in a one-room attic and bad a few 


raw potatoes and some dry bread be­ 
tween them and starvation. 
Not the 
best of diet for an aged invalid. 
She 
coaxed pitifully for some sugar. 
The 
allowance is one pound a month, but 
of what value is the allowance if they 
cannot get it? 
I got her a pound and 
we left the boy cooking the soup bone, 
carrots, etc., that we had given them, 
in an old “Dutch oven” over a little 
fire in the open fire place. 
I cannot 
tell you of the extreme destitution 
here—it is beyond words and will be 
worse as the ammunition factories are 
closing. ■ 
It is, of course, an old story to speak 
of rain and mud, but you must be here 
to realise that words are entirely inad­ 
equate. 
Everything becomes saturar 
ed. 
The houses are old, ill ventilated 
and built flat on the ground; stone 
floors, poor heating facilities, scarcity 
of fuel make them to be like your im­ 
agination pictures a dungeon. 
Of 
course there are exceptions, but I am 
speaking of the rank and file. 
Your 
laundry Is, at least, damp and clammy, 
etc., etc. 
This is the condition that 
“gets” strong men—and 
gets 
them 
quickly! 
But we are all looking up and 
OVER. 
I am now giving a “mind- 
reading” sketch in a lecture that I am 
using- 
I can successfully read the 
mind of EVERY soldier in the aud­ 
ience. 
He is thinking of how glad he 
Will be to get home. 
We are all hoping that the peace 
conference will impose such terms on 
Germany that she will be so busy pay­ 
ing her debts for the next hundred 
years that she will not have time to 
even think of making a gun. 
This not 
by way of revenge but by way of safe­ 
ty for the world. 
We must recognise 
that we are dealing, not with a repent- 
ano Germany, but with a disappointed 
Germany. 
The French lire shaking 
their heads and saying. ‘You can nev­ 
er trust them.” Right! 
I have not 
seen much, but enough, of German op­ 
erations.

Patton, pastor of the First 
Congregational church of Los Ange­ 
les, who spent last summer as a “Y” 
man in charge of a hut on the Toul 
sector. 
He had charge of that hut 
during the St. Mihiel drive. 
It was a 
talk that brought straight from the 
front the real facts concerning 
the 
Y. M. C A. 
Those facts 
were 
pre­ 
sented in a wholesome, 
witty 
way 
th at pictured as plainly as words can 
picture the usefulness of the Y. M. C. 
A. among the soldiers close to battle. 
Dr. Patton’s address followed an ex­ 
cellent dinner served by the ladies of 
the church. 
M inisters of 
the 
city 
were guests of the evening. A group 
of twenty-five Y. M. C. A. boys from 
O range came in for the acorea*. 
The 
speaker was introduced by 
W. 
W. 
Simon, the Brotherhood president. 
Crossing the Atlantic 
Dr. Patton opened his talk with an 
explanation of the method 
used 
to 
convoy ships across the Atlantic. 
A cruiser led the formation. 
Nine 
ships, bearing 30,000 soldiers, m uni­ 
tions and “Y” and Red Cross workers, 
left the harbor. 
Torpedo boats and 
U-boat destroyers protected the ships 
on th e flnnks and rear, 
while 
aero­ 
planes and a balloon kept watch 
for 
subs? 
The cruiser went all the way, 
the rest returning to 
the 
Atlantic 
port. 
On the 
other 
side 
another 
group of protective craft met the nine 
ships, and saw them safely to port. 
“One of the most impressive 
mo­ 
m ents of my trip was when the cruis­ 
er stopped in port, and the band sta rt­ 
ed playing Over There,' with every­ 
body cheering,” said Dr. Patton. 
At the Y. M. C. A. in Paris Dr. P at­ 
ton asked for an assignm ent to a hut 
at the front. 
He w as'sent to the Toul 
sector, three miles from No Man’s 
Land. 
He drew a 
picture 
of 
the 
camouflaged roads, screened by reeds 
and grass. 
Things were 
quiet 
for 
a while. 
Then he observed new guns 
stationed in the 
forest. 
H ere 
and 
there were 
batteries.

am m uni­ 
tion train of trucks came in. 
It was 
three miles long.

was

Septem ber I.

There is a school district at the 
northern edge of Orange County 
that 
lost 
$11,000,000 
in its as­ 
sessed 
valuation 
this 
morning. 
The property taken from this dist­ 
rict was divided up among three 
others. 
Lowell district, w hich lies partly in 
Los Angeles county and'partly in O r­ 
ange county, can no longer 4boast of 
being the richest school d istrict pet I 
cap ita—the richest in the state, nation I 
and probably the world. 
The portion 
of the district th a t lies in this county 
contains thirty-five children, and the 
d istrict had an assessm en t of $13.- 
000,000 and blore. 
Y’ears ago w hen the d istrict was 
poor, Fullerton let th e district have a 
section or tw o of sheep pasture off in 
the foothills n orth and n o rth east of 
B uena Park. 
Since then the Standard 
Oil Co. developm ents there have put 
m illions w here th ere w ere hundreds of 
dollars on the assessm en t roll, and 
Lowell becam e a w onderfully rich d is­ 
trict. 
A school d istrict assessm ent of 
one cent gave th e d istrict m ore money 
than it knew w hat to do with. 
T hen along cam e a num ber of fam ­ 
ilies that w anted to send th e ir child­ 
ren to Fullerton d istric t school, and it 
w as not long before the w hole ques­ 
tion of boundaries around Fullerton 
was teem ing w ith discussion. 
F u ller­ 
ton filed a num ber of petitions for the 
enlargem ent, of the district. 
Ii w ant­ 
ed a chunk out of B rea d istrict and a 
slice out of Placentia- 
It also asked 
for a rectangle from La H abra aud a 
square or two from O rangethorpe, to 
say nothing of a sq u are from Lowell. 
T h at little square from !x)well lookea 
insignificant enough on the map, to be 
sure, but th a t little square w as w orth 
m illions. 
T h ere w ere a lot of conferences 
am ong school tru ste e s and w ith School 
S uperintendent 
M itchell. 
Low ell's 
tru stees recognized th a t they had all 
♦ho best of the assessm ent. 
It w as a 
condition too good to last. 
T he upshot of th e proceedings, as 
determ ined by th e Board of Supervis­ 
ors today, w as to leave B rea and Pla­ 
centia districts unchanged. 
Fullerton 
waived her claim to those areas, and 
M itchell recom m ended against allow ­ 
ing th e changes, so th at the Fullerton 
petition so far as these two d istricts 
w ere concerned w ere denied by tne 
supervisors. 
B ut Lowell district suffered w hat 
m ight have been considered plunder­ 
ing w ere it not for the fact that the 
Lowell people admitted th at it w as not 
an alto g eth er unfair arrangem ent. 
By th e adjustm ent in boundary lines 
La H abra and O rangethorpe d istricts 
lost a little to Fullerton, but those 
losses w ere of te rrito ry that has none 
of the Standard spouting wells upon 
them .

MEASURES OF FARM EFFICIENCY. 
There are certain factors on which 
the success of a farm business usually 
depends. 
From these it is usually 
possible to determine not only the 
good points in a system of farming but 
also its deficiencies. The latter being 
known, the method of improving the 
system becomes evident. 
On a great majority of farms, suc­ 
cess is primarily dependent on three 
Important factors. These are (I) the 
size of the farm business; (2) the 
yields of the crops and the returns per 
animal, representing the quality of the 
farm business; and (3) the diversity 
of the business. 
Of course many 
other tilings have their influences, but 
the farmer whose business is efficient 
in these three respects is generally 
successful. Those farms that are ex­ 
cellent in none of these respects al­ 
most universally fail. Those deficient 
in one or two may succeed, but their 
chances of success are greatly les­ 
sened.

No business connected with the vic- 
tualizing of the nation weathered a 
stormier sea than did poultry-keeping. 
Only the sturdiest survived. It is est­ 
imated that the unfavorable conditions 
affected least the poultry on farms; 
that is to say, farm flocks were main­ 
ta in s at the usual, whereas many 
plants strictly given to poultry were 
forced out%of business.

doubtless because grain of some kind 
is usually available on rams.

most farmers keep poultry better than 
they keep hooks.

Much Damage Gin Be Avoid* 
cd By Knowledge Concern­ 
ing the Rodent 


In some section of Orange county 
the gopher 
has 
done 
considerable 
damage which might have been pre­ 
vented lf the orchardist were familiar 
with the life history and 
habits 
of 
tis unwelcome guest. 
The following story of the gopher 
by J. N. French, field assistant rodent 
control, State Commision of Horticul­ 
ture, will help In the control and erad­ 
ication of the pest. 
LIFE HISTORY—Nineteen species 
of gophers are listed in 
California. 
Under normal conditions there is but 
one generation a year. 
The young 
range in number from six to twelve 
with an average of about six to a lit­ 
ter. 
They are bom from January to 
May, depending upon the season and 
locality. 
Under Sonoma county con­ 
ditions the bulk of the young make 
their appearance during the months 
of April and May. 
When first bom 
they are helpless and remain in the 
home burrow for several 
weeks, or 
until about half grown. 
As soon as 
they are able to forage for themselves 
they establish their own burrows ei­ 
ther by digging new ones or taking up 
old abandoned runways. 
From this 
time on until late in the fall when the 
breeding season starts, they are soli­ 
tary, only one gopher inhabiting each 
runway. 
The Gopher Burrow 
BURROW—The burrow consists of 
two parts, a main runway and short 
laterals leading to the surface of the 
ground where the mounds are located. 
The depth of the main runway, length 
of laterals, etc., vary with the species 
of gopher and type of ground in which 
he is working. The main runways are 
large and commodious, always 
kept 
open, and are used regularly 
every 
day. They range from 25 to 150 feet 
in length, terminating in a nest. 
As 
the mn way approaches 
the 
nest it 
becomes deeper, usually taking 
an 
abrupt drop of 12 to 24 inches or more 
and then rising under a tree or fence 
row where the nest will be dry and 
free from disturbance. 
The 
under­ 
ground storehouses are also very apt 
to be placed in similar locations. The 
leading laterals leading to the 
sur­ 
face are for two purposes; either for 
the discharge of dirt in excavating or 
enlarging the main runway, or in or­ 
der to reach the surface for feeding 
purposes. In order to exclude natural 
enemies, these 
laterals 
are always 
kept tightly closed except while in 
actual use. 
FOOD H A BITS—Gophers are strict 
vegetarians. 
Their 
range 
of 
food 
plants includes practically 
all culti­ 
vated crops and most of the native 
vegetations as well. 
Root bulbs of a 
succulent 
nature may be said to be 
the natural or favorite foods. Among 
the native foods most relished are dan- 
delion roots, bracken fem bulbs, al­ 
filaria, and malve. 
The favorite cul­ 
tivated crops are sweet potatoes, car­ 
rots, parsnips, alfalfa 
roots, 
beets, 
turnips, Irish potatoes, etc., 
and in 
orchards, the bark from the crown of 
the fruit trees. Gophers are firm be­ 
lievers in a balanced ration, relishing 
a change of diet whenever opportunity 
affords. 
They have a keen sense of 
smell, are able to locate a succulent 
food at considerable distances and do 
not hesitate to migrate to it in case 
they can better their conditions. This 
migration takes place st night and is 
far more general than is commonly 
believed. 
They are also tremendous 
store rn of food. 
When, food is abun­ 
dant the storehouses are apt to be 
not only large and well filled, 
but 
numerous as well. 
The Control 
GASSING—is too uncertain to be 
recommended for general use. 
The 
underground systems are often so ex­ 
tensive that it is impossible to reach 
all portions of the burrow, even with 
the aid of a force pump apparatus. It 
does, however, have some value as a 
follow-up method to eliminate stray 
gophers that are hard to trap and re­ 
fuse poison. 
For this 
purpose 
the 
use of refined, carbon bisulphid in a 
force pump apparatus is recommend­ 
ed, using great care to see that hose 
is in the main runway. 
Trapping in the 
hands 
of a man 
who really understands his 
business 
is a very effective method, 
but for 
general use it is chiefly valuable as 
a follow-up method to get 
the 
few 
stray gophers which consistently re­ 
fuse to take poison. 
The up-to-date 
poisoning method is equally efficient, 
and is so much cheaper that it is im­ 
practical to use traps where there are 
any amount of gophers. 
In order to 
set traps to the best advantage it is 
necessary to follow down. the lateral 
until the forked hole, or main 
run­ 
way, is encountered; then dig out and 
set a trap each way and darken the 
hole completely. 
Do not set in later­ 
als under any consideration. For use 
during the winter and spring seasons 
when the gophers are throwing con­ 
siderable dirt in excavating new run­ 
ways, the little wire Maccabee type 
traps are best. 
During the summer 
and fall, when the runways are better 
established, box traps are equally ef-

One ounce of the prepara­ 
tion is sufficient to make eight gal­ 
lons of prepared bait. 
The alkalois 
(a practically insoluble form) strych­ 
nine when used with succulent bait, 
has several distinct advantages over 
the sulphate form, (the kind that is 
commonly obtained at the drug stores 
in the form of crystals), due to the 
fact that it does not soak into or alter 
the natural conditions of the bait so 
much, stands moisture conditions 
in 
the soil better, and the bitter taste of 
the strycbnina is more completely dis­ 
guised by the saccharine. 
BAIT—Baits of a succulent nature 
give the beat reeults. Sweet potatoes, 
carrots, parsnips, sugar beets, turnips,

prunes, fresh fruit, etc., can be used, 
but we have a decided preference for 
the first named three vegetables.

The use of a gopher probe 
has made it practical to 
carry

down. This probe is simply a piece of 
half-inch pipe four or 
five 
feet in 
length, having 
a 
sharp steel point 
welded into the end and a footrest up 
about fifteen inches from the point. 
This probe will suit the average type 
of ground and can be varied to suit 
any type of ground in which you want 
to work. 
By probing 
back about a 
foot from the mounds the runway is 
felt as the point of the probe breaks 
into it, and the baits

the probe hole plugged with grass to 
exclude the light.

Do not wait until next summer after 
you have a crop in the ground and un­ 
dertake to keep the gophers from eat­ 
ing it up.

The time to fight gophers is during 
the off season, any time after the rains 
start in the fall until early spring, be­ 
fore the young appear. 
One gopher 
killed then is worth six killed in the 
summer. 
Go over your whole ranch and poi­

land, fence and tree rows, where they 
may be breeding: then next summer 
your crops will take care of them­ 
selves.

DIVERSITY NEEDED 
(Riverside Press) 
Southern California, facing the dan­ 
ger of loss to its 
citrus 
industry 
through freezing each year, is dispos­ 
ed to turn to a more diversified kind 
of agriculture. This has been brought 
out heretofore in these columns, but 
the fact is brought more forcibly to 
mind by the freeze of this year, which 
has caused considerable loss. 
While the inclination is to exagger­ 
ate the I OSS, yet some other facts bear 
investigation. 
The horticultural commissioner es­ 
timates the total agricultural products 
of the county at $17,297,WKL and thra 
estimate does not include live stock 
or poultry, which would easily bring 
the total up to $18,000,000. 
Only a 
little over $5,000,000 of 
this 
comes 
from the citrus industry, or less than 
one-third. 
The receipts from alfalfa alone are 
practically the same as from oranges 
and lemons. 
The total from general 
farm crops, including alfalfa, grain and 
hay, is close to $11,000,000. 
The cot­ 
ton crop is worth half aa much as the 
citrus fruit crop. The value of decid­ 
uous fruit crops is over $1,500,000, and 
most of our deciduous orchards are 
young. 
In other words, 
the 
farms 
and orchards of the county outside of 
orange and lemon groves 
form 
a 
sound basis of prosperity. 
Our eggs 
are not all in one basket, 
and 
tbs 
county can suffer considerable lobs 
of citrus fruit and still have a big 
revenue from farming and fruit grow­ 
ing.

Statement Is That Conditions 
Are Found to Have Varied 
Considerably 


The Bureau of Crop Estimates has 
sent the following advice to the Farm 
Advisor’s office regarding the frost sit­ 
uation in Southern California. 
The past week was spent in South­ 
ern California investigating the extent 
of damage to the citrus crop caused by 
the several cold nights last December 
and the first few days of January. 
Conditions were found to vary con­ 
siderably in the different districts and 
in different orchards in the same dist­ 
rict, making the problem extremely 
difficult. 
Up to about the 12th of the 
month temperatures 
were 
compara­ 
tively low' and the fruit did not show 
as much drying as anticipated, but the 
last ten days have been warm and evi­ 
dences of frosted fruit are becoming 
more pronounced. « 
An estimate of the damage by dist­ 
ricts and counties, based on the esti­ 
mated production of the same districts 
and counties, would 
indicate 
that 
about 17 per cent of the orange crop 
of the trees on January I will be un­ 
marketable and that a much higher 
percentage of the crop was more or 
less frost-bitten. 
The effect on the Valencia crop is ' 
problematical, as picking of Valencias 
will not begin for two months, and this 
year it is about 45 per cent of the 
total crop. 
In general the orange crop grown in 
1918 was underestimated. The est!-1 
mate of the Bureau was made as of 
November I. 
Shipments up to th e , 
holiday season would indicate an un-1 
derestimate of about IO per cent. Up 
to and including January 5 orange ship­ 
ments totaled 4,556 cars from Novem-, 
ber I. 
About 500 cars were shipped 
in the next seven days, most of which 
were 
probably 
picked 
before 
the 
freeze, making a total of about 5.000 J 
cars with no frost damage. The Bal­ 
ance of the crop, estimated at nearly 
30,000 cars, will be affected by frost, 
indicating at present 5,000 cars of un-' 
marketable oranges. 
The above estimate of cars has In 
mind the present loading of 462 boxes 
to the car. 
LEMONS. 
Apparently the greatest damage to 
the lemon crop is confined to the small 
fruit which would not have matured 
for a few months, and quite likely 
shipments of lemons may not be much 
curtailed for some time- 
Estimates 
vary widely as to the damage in the 
different producing districts and can 
be 8ufhmed up at not less that 25 p er; 
cent for the State, with a possibility ; 
of reaching 30 per cent or more as the' 
season advances and conditions be- j 
come more favorable for determ ines 
the real extent of the damage.

sary that the soil have an optimium 
quantity of actual humus to supply the 
medium for these living organisms. 
This can be supplied by such m aterials 
as succulent legume, cover crops, ma­ 
nure, dried blood, and tankage. 
A valuable pointer given by Prof. 
Twombly was in the conservation of 
nitrogen in barnyard manure.

of

through the process of ammonification 
when the manure is exposed tp air.

Assembly Bill No. 6—An Act to con­ 
serve the supply of underground wa­ 
ter, drafted by the Orange County 
Farm Bureau, has met with favorable 
reception I# the Committee on Con­ 
servation, says Mr. Eden. 
In discus­ 
sing the m erits of the law with various 
law m akers (rf the state, Mr. Eden 
finds that considerable interest has 
been aroused in sections where ar­ 
tesian wells exist and that indications 
promise good support for the proposed 
conservation of water. 
The Farm Bureaus of the Slate have 
requested their legislators to support 
the bill 
Mr. Eden and Francis Cuttle, chair­ 
man of the Tri-Connties Reforestation 
Committee, will address the directors 
of the Farm Bureau at their next 
monthly meeting. February 14th at the 
Farm Advisor’s office. 
M atters of leg­ 
islation pertaining to agriculture will 
be discussed. 
For the information of our readers 
the Aet above mentioned follows: 
Section 
I. 
Certain 
terms, 
when 
used in this act, are hereby defined as 
follow’s: 
(1) 
An artesian well is a well In 
which 
the w ater 
rises by natural 
forces above the zone of saturation in 
which it occurs. 
(2) 
The use of water for the bene­ 
ficial purposes of the irrigation of land 
is the supplying of moisture by any 
artificial m eans for the preparation of 
land for growing or for the growing 01 
any bona fide crop used by man or 
domestic anim als or domestic fowls. 
(3) 
W aste is 
(a) 
The causing, suffering or per­ 
m itting any w ater discharging from 
any artesian well 
(I) 
To run into any river, creek, or 
other w atercourse, channel, or any 
bay, reservoir or pond, unless for use 
thereafter for the beneficial purposes 
of irrigation of land or for municipal 
or domestic use; or 
(ii) . To run into or upon any street, 
road, or highway, or upon the lands 0! 
any person, or upon the public lands of 
the United States or of the State of 
California, unless it be used thereon or 
thereafter for the beneficial purpose of 
the irrigation thereof or for domestic 
use or municipal purpose or bona fide 
for the propagation of fish; or 
(iii) 
To reach any substratum be 
fore coming to the surface of the 
ground. 
(b) 
The use of any w ater discharg­ 
ing from an artesian well for the irri­ 
gation of land whenever over five per 
cent of the w’ater received on said land 
for such purposes is allowed to escape 
therefrom or Is not used for the bene­ 
ficial purpose of irrigation thereof or 
for domestic use. 
(4) 
The term waste as defined 
herein shall not- however, be deemed 
to prevent 
(a) 
The running of artesian water 
into an artificial pond or storage res­ 
ervoir for use therefrom for the bene­ 
ficial purpose of irrigation or domestic 
use, if such beneficial use in the case 
of the growing of alfalfa does not ex­ 
ceed in any one year two-fifths of one 
miner’s inch perpetual flow per acre 
for and during such year, and in other 
cases one-fifth of one m iner’s inch 
perpetual flow per acre, with the right 
in either case to cum ulate said amount 
of w ater for irrigation purposes or 
domestic use within a period of forty 
days of any one calendar year; or 
(b) 
The storage of artesian w ater 
in reservoirs for municipal purposes 
by municipalities or other political 
subdivisions of the state, or by cor­ 
porations incorporated and authorized 
under the laws of the State of Cali­ 
fornia for the purpose of supplying 
w’ater for municipal purposes. 
Sec. 2. 
Any artesian well, except a 
gas well, which is not capped, equip 
ped or furnished with such mechanical 
appliance or appliances as will readily 
and effectively arrest and prevent the 
discharge of any w ater from such well 
when not being used for beneficial 
purposes as herein defined is hereby 
declared to be a public nuisance. 
The perm itting o r suffering of the 
w ater from any artesian well to go to 
waste is hereby declared to be a pub 
lie nuisance, and each day’s continu­ 
ance of such waste shall constitute a 
new’ offense under this act. 
Sec. 3. 
Any person, firm or corpor­ 
ation who causes, perm its or suffers a 
public nuisance as defined in this act 
to exist, or suffers or perm its it to re- 
mian or continue as such nuisance is 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con­ 
viction shall be punished for each of­ 
fense by a fine of not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than five hund­ 
red dollars, or by im prisonm ent in the 
county jail not more than six months, 
or both such fine and im prisonm ent; 
provided, however, th a t if Judgment is 
for fine with or w ithout imprisonm ent, 
execution may p;sue thereon as on a 
judgment in p civil action. 
In addition to the penalty herein 
prescribed for a misdemeanor, every 
public nuisance as defined herein may 
be abated in the m anner prescribed by 
law’; provided, however, in the case of 
abatem ent by civil actios, the action 
must be brought in a court of com pet­ 
ent jurisdiction in the county in which 
the well is situated or in which the 
nuisance is maintained. 
Sec. 4. 
The act entitled “An act to 
prevent the waste and flow of w ater 
from artesian wells and prescribing 
penalties therefor, and defining waste 
and artesian well*,” approved March 
6, 1907, as amended, and all other acts 
in conflict herewith are hereby re­ 
pealed.
